Frank Clement, a friendly 
backer of Adlai Stevenson’s bid 
for another Democratic p residen­ 
tial nomination, was named today 
to keynote his p arty’s national 
convention. 
Selection of Clement, .16, him- 
» cll considered a p ossible vice 
p residential candidate, was made 
by 1.1 members of the p arty’s con­ 
vention arrangem ents committee. 
The convention op ens Aug. 13 in 
Chicago. 
Chairman Paul M. Butler said 
Clement was chosen “ because of 
his familiarity with the issues and 
his 
cap acity 
to 
discuss 
them 
fluently and cap ably, and the im­ 
p ression he has made around the 
country.” 
Assig nment Unex pected 
In Nashville. Clement told re­ 
p orters at a sp ecial p ress con­ 
ference tonight: 
“ I did not exp ect this assign­ 
ment. There were many other ca­ 
p able men who could have done 
an excellent job, but I’ll do the 
very best I can to rep resent the 
Democratic p arty and the Ameri­ 
can p eop le.” 
Butler said 17 or 18 other p er­ 
sons were di.scussed before the 
committee decided up on Clement, 
who has a rep utation as one of 
the p arty’s sp ellbinding orators. 
The committee m et for nearly 
three hours before announcing its 
selection. 
Stevenson said he was ‘‘very 
glad to hear” of Clement’s selec­ 
tion. 
“Gov. Clement is a most gifted 
sp eaker.” Stevenson said, adding: 
*T am sure he will be an elo­ 
quent and forceful sp okesman for 
the Democratic p arty.”

all the announced or dark-horse

Clement has described Steven­ 
son as the “greatest candidate 
ever to be denied the p residency 
of the United States” in a state­ 
ment at the recent governor’s con­ 
ference. Stevenson won the p arty's 
nomination in 19.12 but lost the 
election to President Eisenhow­ 
er.

p artm ent within 120 days.

One wonders how many dignified businessmen 
of solid substance and generous girth look out 
city and town windows these blistering summer 
day s and think of the old swimming hole down in 
the creek. 
Certain fundamentals of life continue 
unchanged in a society contemporaneously dis­ 
tinguished by a philosophy which seems to sy nchr­ 
onize the words “change” and “progress.”

But from the 
end of May until well into September, it is entirely 
logical that a y oung man take a freq uent dip in the 
swimming hole. 
Ideally , a swimming hole should 
be so protected by ov erhanging willows and alders 
that no swimming clothes are necessary . Not that 
today ’s abbrev iated swimming apparel is any de­ 
terrent to efficent swimming, but still, a boy likes 
the freedom of the natural state. 
It is the heartening thought of the waiting 
swimming hole that keeps many farm boy s going 
through these July day s. As a y oung citizen rides 
the tractor, as hi spreads hay cocks to dry or stores 
hay away on a scaffold where the temperature is 
well abov e 100, he wonders if he can keep working 
until the moment'when Father say s. “There, son, 
that’s enough for today . 
Go get y our swim and 
then bring home the cows..” 
Miracles still happen. 
In just an instant 
a 
completely ex hausted lad feels his strength re­ 
turn. He pulls off his jeans and shirts, socks and 
shoes, pauses for an instant on the bank, and then 
div es into the cool, clean, refreshing water. 
Swimming holes are a parttof our national her­ 
itage. 
It is regrettable that boy s in cities cannot 
know what it means after a day of hot work, to cool 
off in the waters of a tree-shaded swimming hole.

to Woodrow Wilson and Warren G. Harding; then it be­ 
came fashionable to describe a man as reactionary or a 
Fascist as was done to Herbert Hoov er, Senior. 
Then 
men were attacked for being soft on Communists which 
has been said about both Harry Truman and Dwight Eis­ 
enhower. Now. it is the fashion to discov er a phy sical 
defect and rake a man ov er the coals for that, although 
1 must say that the rakers are not themselv es any thing 
like Adonis and some of them probably suffer from ulcers 
or halitosis. 
It would appear that Herbert Hoov er Jr. has displeas­ 
ed those guardians of the State Department who look 
back to the halcy on day s of Dean Acheson as the time 
when ideas were batted about at all lev els and some were 
ev en activ ated, to use such parlance. 
Well, those were 
wonderful day s and we are today pay ing a heav y price 
for the lux ury of letting free minds play endlessly with 
possibilities and probabilities but av oiding realities, re- 
.sulting, when the score is added up. in a series of dif­ 
ficulties which are prov ing v ery costly . 
Thus, “The- New York Times” article say s: 


“ His 
warmest 
admirers 
do 
not 
credit 
Mr. 
Hoov er with imagination or sureness of touch in deal­ 
ing with political problems. He is not an idea man. 
as Dean Acheson was in the same job. 
His main 
strength lies in administration, and in carry ing out 
policies once they hav e been decided.” 


The job for which the gov ernment hired Herbert 
Hoov er Jr. is administration of a sprawling, uncoordinat­ 
ed department in charge of the v ery serious business of 
foreign gelations. So far as a box score can be arranged, 
Herbert Hoov er Jr. has not made more errors than Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower or Secretary Dulles, it being taken for 
granted that changes are so rapid today that it is not al­ 
way s possible to meet each situation as was possible per­ 
haps in the time of Talley rand and Castlereagh when 
statesmen knew each other and knew what they were 
talking about. 
Today , suddenly a Khrushchev or a Nasser appears 
on the scene and all the presumptions of a month ago are 
no longer in focus at all. Also, it is necessary to walk 
warily for if we are not actually on the brink of the 
horrible atomic war, we are nev er too far away from it. 
Take Nasser as an ex ample. It is believ ed by some 
ex perts on Egy pt that until a week ago. Nasser was talk­ 
ing under a terrific pressure from intensiv e nationalists. 
Now that he has become President after a one-candidate 
election, it is believ ed that he is likely to be more malle­ 
able, if that is the word. At any rate, he is more likely , 
these people believ e, not to want to driv e the United 
States to an utterly antagonistic position. 


On the other hand, y ou nev er can tell and unless 
this country means to make war ov er the Middle East 
situation, it is wisest to wait a while longer to see 
just what dev elops. 
The argument against that 
If 
that we waited too long about China In the day s of 
General Marshall and the Communists conq uered the 
country . 


Final decisions concerning American policy in the 
Eisenhower Administration are not made in the State 
Department. 
They are made in the National Security 
Council and the White House. But the State Department 
does need competent and constructiv e administration and 
that Herbert Hoov er Jr. can giv e it.

Presumably in this political y ear 
this will disappoint, if not frus­ 
trate, the Democrats, who hav e 
been taunting their opponents with 
a campaign slogan taken from an 
abbrev iated v ersion of what Sec­

Charles 
E. 
Wilson once said about what was 
good for General Motors being 
good for the country and v ice 
v ersa. 
The Democrats conv eni­ 
ently leav e off the “v ice v ersa.” 
But the real q uestion now k 
whether what the Department of 
Justice has done is good for the 
country . 
There’s nothing in the 
antitrust laws, for ex ample, which 
say s that if 80 per cent of the 
buses bought are products of a 
single company , as happens to be 
the case this time, then there’s a 
“monopoly .” 
General Motors for y ears has 
been getting a larger and larger 
share of the bus-making business, 
and this has been just as true 
under the Democratic administra­ 
tions as it is today . 
If one com­ 
pany makes a better product or if, 
because of skill and efficiency , it 
can sell products at a lower price 
than competitors, must the gov ­ 
ernment step in and. in effect, 
compel the buy ers to purchase 
some other produces when they 
might not prefer them?

The broad q uestion, of course,

adjudicated. But the way to more 
effectiv e competition in America 
doesn’t lie in the courts. Rather 
it is in the action that can be 
taken by Congress itself. 
Many 
members of the House and Senate 
talk a lot about “big business,” 
but they are indifferent to the 
things that cause big business to 
get bigger and bigger. 
Thus, under the Democratic re­ 
gime, big business got its best 
breaks. 
The ex cess - profits - tax 
laws were written in such a way 
that the larger corporations paid 
relativ ely little tax because they 
had the benefit of large capital in 
the first place, whereas the small­ 
er businesses were penalized heav ­ 
ily and were unable in their best 
profit y ears to accumulate needed 
capital for future ex pansion. 
Ev en today the tax laws fav or 
big business. 
Likewise, neither 
political party leadership has the

WASHINGTON 
When President Eisenhower re­ 
turns to the White House in a week 
or so, he will find his desk loaded 
high with all sorts of grav e and 
pressing decisions. Among them 
will be this q uestion: Is it worth 
making one last try to negotiate 
seriously on disarmament with the 
Sov iets? 
Since Andrei Gromy ko’s frozen­ 
faced performance at the United 
Nations on July third, in which he 
seemed to slam the door on any 
agreement which the western pow­ 
ers could conceiv ably accept, the 
logical answer might seem to b t 
“no.” But the President is an op­ 
timist by nature, and control of 
the new weapons is probably clos­ 
er to his heart than any other ob­ 
jectiv e. 
Before his recent Illness, more­ 
ov er, 
the President ordered 
a 
searching, root-and-branch rev iew 
of American disarmament policy . 
The rev iew has been conducted by 
a high lev el committee, headed by 
special Presidential Assistant Har­ 
old Stassen and including repre­ 
sentativ es from the State and De­ 
fense Departments and the Central 
Intelligence Agency . 
Hope Rraiains 
The work 
of the 
committee, 
which will report its findings to 
the President soon after his re­ 
turn. is still unfinished. But al­ 
ready a basic approach has been 
agreed upon. It is agreed that it 
is too early to despair, and that 
some real adv ance may still be 
made, prov ided 
only 
the hard, 
demonstrable self-interest of both 
sides is considered, and all attempt 
to achiev e ideal solutions is aban­ 
doned. 
In this new approach to disarma­ 
ment. two basic assumptions hav e 
been made. First, it is tacitly re­ 
cognized that the world has al­ 
ready passed the point of no re­ 
turn, as far as total control of the 
new weapons is concerned. 
A hy drogen bomb, after all. can 
be hidden in a hay barn, and there 
is absolutely no way of detecting 
jl, short of searching through the 
hay . Both this country and the 
Sov iet Union hav e already produc­ 
ed great numbers of nuclear weap­ 
ons. and there are plenty of hay 
barns and other hiding places in 
both countries. So it is futile to 
try to negotiate the kind of control 
of the new weapons env isaged in 
the old Baruch-Acheson plan. 
The second assumption is that 
there are, nev ertheless, at least 
two areas where the hard self-in- 


and 
and 
terest of the United States 
the Sov iet Union 
coincide, 
where practical measures can bs 
taken to serv e those interests. The 
first area concerns the “fourth 
country problem,” a phrase coined 
by the British. 
It is by no means fanciful to en­ 
v isage a future in which a tinpot 
dictator could threaten both East 
and West. For there are no long­ 
er any real atomic secrets, and it 
is fatally easy to turn out nuclear 
weapons, once the necessary in­ 
stallations are built. Surely , it is 
argued, it is as much to the in­ 
terest of the Sov iet Union as of 
the United States or Britain that 
no 
future 
Mussolini 
or 
Peron 
should achiev e the means to threat­ 
en the great powers with total 
ruin. 
The “Fourtli Country ” 
Prev enting the emergence of a 
“fourth country ” is obv iously po­ 
litically difficult, since it inv olv e* 
national sov ereignties. But it i* 
at least technically feasible. Ev en 
a v ery limited global inspection 
sy stem would detect the building 
of new nuclear installations. Some 
sort of freeze on nuclear produc­ 
tion, at a giv en cut-off date, with 
inspection under United Nation* 
auspices, is one approach being 
considered. 
Another area of mutual interest 
is some form of mutual insurance 
against surprise attack. 
In this 
area, the Sov iets 
hav e 
already 
shown some willingness to nego­ 
tiate seriously — their proposal 
for limited ground inspection is 
considered more than a propagan­ 
da gesture. And despite Gromy ko, 
the Stassen group believ es that 
hope for progress on this front 
should not be abandoned. 
Various way s of making “one 
last try ” on disarmament hav e 
been discussed 
by the 
Stassen 
group — a 
secret 
approach 
through regular diplomatic chan­ 
nels, the despatch of a special 
Presidential emissary to Moscow, 
or a major new initiativ e by the 
President himself, like his “atoms 
for peace” proposal. 
In v iew of Gromy ko’s speech, 
and Nikita Krushchev ’s scornful 
remarks about Western disarma­ 
ment plans, the last try seems 
v ery likely to come to nothing. 
But the President, being the kind 
of man he is, will probably decid« 
to make it all the same. And ia 
v iew of the bleak alternativ es, no 
doubt it is worth making.

These Days

Herbert Hoover Jr. 


The physical facilities of men in public office seem to 
bother political opponents m ore these days than seem to 
he w arranted by the facts of life. 
For instance. I note 
this p aragraph in "The New York T im es": 
"H is (H erbert Hoover J r .’s) shyness derives from 
two d isco n n ected events. 
Deafened as a boy, Mr. Hoov­ 
er m ust depend on a hearing aid. 
This puts a halter on 
easy conversation." 


I ha%e been converting with Shift man these past 
20 years or more and never have I noted that the use 
of a hearing aid lessened the sharpness of his mind 
or hit capacity for wit and humor. 
Bernard Rarueh 
and Charles Edison employ hearing aids which have 
apparently not Interfered with their careers any more 
than wearing eyeglasses prevent* a man from read­ 
ing or writing, from being a philosopher or a banker 
or a professor. 


It used to be that when a gang wanted to sm ear a 
m an. they whispered about his sex m orals as was done 
to Woodrow Wilson and W arren G. H arding; then it be­ 
cam e fashionable to describe a man as reactionary or a 
F ascist as was done to H erbert Hoover. Senior. 
Then 
men w ere attacked for being soft on Comm unists which 
has been said about both H arry Trum an and Dwight Eis­ 
enhow er. 
Now, it is the fashion to discover a physical 
defect and rake a m an over the coals for that, although 
I m ust say that the rakers are not them selves anything 
like Adonis and some of them probably suffer from ulcers 
or halitosis. 
It would appear that H erbert Hoover J r. has displeas­ 
ed those guardians of the State D epartm ent who look 
hack to the halcyon days of Dean Acheson as the tim* 
when ideas were batted about at all levels and som e w ere 
•ven activated, to use such parlance. 
Well, those w ere 
wonderful days and we a re today paying a heavy price 
for th* luxury of letting free minds play endlessly with 
possibilities and probabilities but avoiding realities, re­ 
sulting. when the score is added up. in a series of dif­ 
ficulties which are proving very cosily. 
Thus. "T he New York T im es" article says: 


"His 
warmest 
admirers 
do 
not 
credit 
Mr. 
Hoover with imagination or sureness of touch in deal­ 
ing with political problems. 
Hr is not an idea man, 
as Dean Acheson was in the same job. 
His main 
strength lies in administration, and in carrying out 
policies once they have been decided." 


The job for which the governm ent hired H erbert 
Hoover J r. is adm inistration of a sprawling, uncoordinat­ 
ed departm ent in charge of the very serious business of 
foreign relations. So far as a box score can be arranged, 
H erbert Hoover J r. has not m ade more errors than P res­ 
ident Eisenhow er or Secretary Dulles, it being taken for 
granted that changes are so rapid today that it is not al­ 
ways possible to m eet each situation as was possible per­ 
haps in the time of Talleyrand and C astlereagh when 
statesmen knew each other and knew what they were 
talking about. 
Today, suddenly a Khrushchev or a N asser appears 
on the scene and all the presum ptions of a month ago are 
no longer in focus at all. 
Also, it is necessary to walk 
w arily for if we are not actually on the brink of the 
horrible atom ic w ar. we are never too far aw ay from it. 
T ake N asser as an exam ple. 
It is believed by some 
experts on Egypt that until a week ago. N asser was talk­ 
ing under a terrific pressure from intensive nationalists. 
Now that he has become President after a one-candidate 
election, it is believed that he is likely to be m ore m alle­ 
able. if that is the word. 
At any rate, he is m ore likely, 
these people believe, not to want to drive the United 
States to an utterly antagonistic position. 


On the other hand, you never can tell and unless 
this country means to make war over the Middle East 
situation, it is wisest to wait a while longer to see 
just what develops. 
The argument against that Is 
that we waited too long about China in the days of 
General Marshall and the Communists conquered the 
country. 


Final decisions concerning American policy in the 
Eisenhow er Adm inistration are not m ade in the State 
D epartm ent. 
They are m ade in the National Security 
Council and the White House. 
But the State D epartm ent 
does need competent and constructive adm inistration and 
that H erbert Hoover Jr. can give it.

Justice has done is good for the 
country. 
There s nothing in the 
antitrust laws, for exam ple, which 
says th at if 80 per cent of the 
buses bought are products of a 
single com pany, as happens to be 
the case this tim e, then there s a 
' ‘m onopoly." 
Genera! Motors for years has 
been getting a larger and larger 
share of the bus-making b u sin e ss, 
and this has been just as true 
under the D em ocratic adm inistra­ 
tions a* it is today. 
If one com ­ 
pany m akes a better product or if, 
because of skill and efficiency, it 
can sell products at a lower price 
than com petitors, m ust the gov­ 
ernm ent step in and. in effect, 
com pel 
the buyers to 
purchase 
som e other produces when they 
m ight not prefer there? 
Does the 
large com pany now call in its sales 
staff a n d say: 
"D on’t try to sell 
any more of our goods, help the 
com petitor sell his line?”

could lead to a cartel system such 
as they have abroad and which 
in Nazi G erm any gave state cap i­ 
talism the whip hand. 
The com petitors of G eneral Mo­ 
tors would have a grievance if it 
is proved that G eneral Motors has 
been pursuing any unfair tra d e 
practices. 
The 
principal

tion is that, since Diesel engines 
a re m ade by a subdivision of G en­ 
eral M otors, these have not been 
available to other m anufacturers 
of buses. 
This is a point which presents 
som e 
novel 
questions. 
Must 
a 
com pany which has invested its 
own capital in an enterprise share 
the fruits of th at venture with a 
com petitor* If so. then why should 
not the governm ent provide the 
capital for a joint enterprise in 
the first place and save the larg e 
com pany any of th* risk or the 


costs of research and developm ent, 
too? 
It's a question not 
easily 
answ ered without approaching th* 
cartel system . 
The principles, m oreover, which 
apply to big business apply equally 
to sm all business, and that s why 
any decisions reached in the G en­ 
eral Motors case can affect busi­ 
ness practices far and wide 
The broad question, of course, 
which has been occupying th* De­ 
partm ent 
of 
Justice 
in 
recent 
years, is the size of modern busi­ 
nesses. Shall corporations be per­ 
m itted to grow to the point w here 
they have as much as 80 per cent 
of the business in a given indus­ 
try ? 
Do those corporations enjoy 
any privileged position in getting 
capital or in financing custom ers’ 
purchases* 
How far shall com ­ 
panies be allowed to use

a competitive way* 
These points probably will he 
aired before the antitrust suit is 
adjudicated. But the way to more 
effective competition in America 
doesn t lie in the courts. 
R ather 
it is in the action that can be 
taken by Congress itself. 
Many 
m em bers of the House and Senate 
talk a lot about "big business.” 
but they are 
indifferent to th* 
things that cause big business to 
got bigger and bigger. 
Thus, under the D em ocratic re­ 
gime, big business got its best 
breaks. 
The excess - profits - tax 
laws were w ritten in such a way 
that the larger corporations paid 
relatively little tax because they 
had the benefit of large capital in 
the first place, w hereas the sm all­ 
er businesses w ere penalized heav­ 
ily and were unable in their best 
profit years to accum ulate needed 
capital for future expansion. 
Even today the tax laws favor 
big business. 
Likewise, 
neither 
political party leadership has the 
courage 
today 
to 
do 
anything 
about the fixing of production costs 
which is brought about by the con­ 
certed action of labor unions in a 
given industry. 
Although a com ­ 
pany is small and trying to com ­ 
pete with the larger one. it is sad­ 
dled kist the sam e with the wage 
scales and "fringe benefits” and 
expensive provisions of labor con­ 
tracts th at the larger com panies 
can easily absorb but which the 
sm aller com panies cannot. 
It s harder and h arder for sm all 
business to com pete because big 
business and big unionism have all 
th* advantages in existing laws. 
Antitrust suits can 
do little to 
cure the situation. 
They m erely 
penalize efficiency while Congress 
forgets that its own laws prevent 
competition from growing as 
it 
should under th* private-enterpris* 
system .

WASHINGTON 
When P resident Eisenhower re ­ 
turn* to the White House in a week 
or so, he will find his desk loaded 
high with all sorts of grave and 
pressing decisions. Among them 
will be this question: Is it worth 
making one last try to negotiate 
seriously on disarm am ent with the 
Soviets? 
Since Andrei G rom yko’s frozen­ 
faced perform ance a t the United 
Nations on July third, in which he 
seem ed to slam the door on any 
agreem ent which the w estern pow­ 
ers could conceivably accept, th* 
logical answ er m ight seem to b* 
"no.” But the President is an op­ 
tim ist by nature, and control of 
the new weapons is probably clos­ 
er to his heart than any other ob­ 
jective. 
Before his recent Illness, m ore­ 
over,

ordered 
a 
searching, root-and-branch r*view 
of American disarm am ent policy. 
Th* review has been conducted by 
a high level com m ittee, headed by 
special P residential Assistant H ar­ 
old Stassen and including repre­ 
sentatives from the State and De­ 
fense D epartm ents and the C entral 
Intelligence Agency. 
Hope Remains 
The work 
of 
the 
com m ittee, 
which will report its findings to 
the President soon after his re ­ 
turn. is still unfinished. 
But al­ 
ready a basic approach has been 
agreed upon. It is agreed that it 
is too early to despair, and that 
some real advance m ay still he 
m ade, provided 
only 
the 
hard. 
dem onstrable self-interest of both 
sides is considered, and all attem pt 
to achieve ideal solutions is aban­ 
doned. 
In this new approach to d isarm a­ 
m ent. two basic assum ptions have 
been made. F irst, it is tacitly re ­ 
cognized th at the world has al­ 
ready passed the point of no re­ 
turn, as far as total control of the 
new weapons is concerned. 
A hydrogen bomb, after all. can 
be hidden in a hay barn, and there 
is absolutely no way of detecting 
it, short of searching through the 
hay. Both this country and the 
Soviet Union have already produc­ 
ed great num bers of nuclear w eap­ 
ons, and there are plenty of hay 
barns and other hiding places in 
both countries. So it is futile to 
try to negotiate the kind of control 
of the new weapons envisaged in 
the old Baruch-Acheson plan. 
The second assum ption is that 
there are, nevertheless, at least 
two areas w here the hard self-in­ 


terest of the U nited States and 
the Soviet Union 
coincide, 
and 
where practical m easures can b* 
taken to serve those interests. Th* 
first 
a rea concerns the 
"fourth 
country problem ,” a phrase coined 
by the British. 
It is by no m eans fanciful to en­ 
visage a future in which a tinpot 
dictator could threaten both E ast 
and West. For there are no long­ 
er any real atom ic secrets, and it 
is fatally easy to turn out nuclear 
w eapons, once the necessary in­ 
stallations are built. Surely, it is 
argued, it is as m uch to the in­ 
terest of the Soviet Union as of 
the United States or Britain that 
no 
future 
Mussolini 
or 
Peron 
should achieve the m eans to threat­ 
en the great powers with total 
ruin. 
The "Fourth Country” 
Preventing th* em ergence of a 
‘‘fourth country" is obviously po­ 
litically difficult, since it involves 
national sovereignties. 
But it 
is 
a t least technically feasible. Even 
a very limited global inspection 
system would detect the building 
of new nuclear installations. Some 
sort of freeze on nuclear produc­ 
tion, at a given cut off date, with 
inspection under 
United 
Nations 
auspices, is one approach being 
considered. 
Another area of m utual interest 
is some form of m utual insurance 
against surprise attack. 
In this 
area, the Soviets 
have 
already 
shown some willingness to nego­ 
tiate seriously — their proposal 
for limited ground inspection is 
considered m ore than a propagan­ 
da gesture. And despite G rom yko, 
the Stassen group believes th at 
hope for progress on this front 
should not be abandoned. 
Various ways of m aking "one 
last try " on disarm am ent have 
been discussed 
by the 
Stassen 
group — a 
secret 
approach 
through regular diplom atic chan­ 
nels. the despatch of a special 
Presidential em issary to Moscow, 
or a m ajor new initiative by th* 
President himself, like his "atom s 
for peace" proposal. 
In view of G rom yko’s speech, 
and Nikita K rushchev’s scornful 
rem arks about W estern d isarm a­ 
m ent plans, the last try seem* 
very likely to come to nothing. 
But the President, being the kind 
of m an he is. will probably d ead * 
to m ake it all the sam e. And in 
view of the bleak alternatives, no 
doubt it is worth m aking.

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Major Leaguers Ask Pension Credit For Miiitary Service 


Fund Will Receive 
60 Per Cent Of TV, 
Radio Money In '57

WASHINGTON. 
July 9 i/P 
Major league baseball owners will 
be asked to give players pension 
credit for military service during 
the past five years, commissioner 
Ford Frick announced today. 
Frick said his recommendation, 
agreed to at a meeting of the 
m ajor league executive council 
and pension committee, will be 
submitted to the'*lF club owners 
at a meeting in August. 
Charles Segar, executive secre­ 
tary to Frick, said approval was 
anticipated. 
Baseball players who entered 
military service since Sept. .30. 19 511 
have not received any credit for 
it toward their pensions. At pres­ 
ent. they are eligible for pensions 
at age 50 starting at S50 a month 
for one playing year up to $100 
for 10 years. 
Those who served in the military 
during World War II could count 
their service toward the pension. 
Rut such credit was stopped when 
fighting started in Korea and Frick 
began a study of its impact. 
SO Players Involved 
Segar estimated 30 to 35 players 
would 
be 
eligible 
for military 
credit during the past five years. 
The pension plan was started in 
19 47 and since then the major 
league clubs have agreed to un­ 
derwrite all of the pensions. In 
return, they get all of the money 
for the sale of radio and television 
rights to the World Series and All- 
Star games. 
Starting next year, a new sys­ 
tem will go into effect with the 
player pension fund to receive 60 
per cent and the owners 40 per 
cent of the broadcasting money. A 
five-year contract for the rights 
at $16,250,000 recently was ne­ 
gotiated by Frick. 
Happy About Pact 
Representatives of the players 
also met today on the eve of the 
All-Star game and Bob Feller, 
their leader, reported they '’were 
happy about the new contract.”
